TURKEY NEWS FLASH ! ! 

To stuff or not to stuff before 
freezing! Authorities say definite- 
ly not to. Home freezers cannot 
freeze stuffed poultry quickly 
enough to prevent harmful growth 
of bacteria, Food poisoning may 
result. 
Commercially frozen stuffed turkeys 
are now available, but these are 
frozen under carefully controlled 
conditions impossible to duplicate 
in the home kitchen. Cook these 
turkeys from the frozen state. Fol- 
low wrapper directions carefully. 

Stuffed poultry should not be al- 
lowed to stand for more than four 
hours at room temperature either 
before or after roasting. 

After stuffed poultry has been 
roasted and served, remove stuf- 
fing and refrigerate as soon as 
possible. 

Place left over cooked poultry in 
refrigerator immediately. If it is 
to be frozen trim or slice meat from 
carcass and wrap for freezing.

Notes From D.A. 


District Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


Brucellosis is well known. ite ef- 
fect to produce when it strikes is 
disasterous with heavy calf crop 
losses. Livestock men are in agree- 
ment that it is a threat to their in- 
dustry and that calfhood vaccin- 
ation is the best safeguard. 

This program is the best we know 
of to-day, it necessitates a drive 
in the spring and in the fall by 
veterinarians to vaccinate all heif- 
ers against Brucellosis (Bangs Dis- 
ease), 

Co-operate with your captain and 
have all your heifer calves under 
restraint and ready on the date and 
at the time the veterinarian is to 
arrive. When you do this, the job 
can be done quickly and efficiently 
without danger to the calves, the 
producer or the veterinarian. 

This program which requires 
handling of the heifer calves can 
be difficult for you or can be eas- 
ily handled. If you do not have 
suitable corrals or chutes, build 
same, they need not be expensive | 
or elaborate. Adequate handling 
facilities make the job easy and 
eliminate the danger of injury to 
yourself or the veterinarian. 

Calves should be handled quietly, 
avoiding a lot of chasing and the 
resulting “heated up" animal. A 
chute should be built, a calf chute 
15 inches wide and 4's feet high 
is ideal for vaccination and ear 
tagging. Some owners have built 
a false wall in their present chutes 
to cut down the width so calves 
can be easily handled. When only 
a few calves are to be vaccinated 
they can be squeezed with a gate 
or crowded in a barn stall. A sat- 
isfactory arrangement for a_ few 
calves is to tie them up in the barn 
for the veterinarian, 

Remember if the vet is held up 
at your place he is just that much 
late getting to your neighbor and 
the inconvenience is multiplied all 
the way along. 

Above all vaccinate all heifer cal- 
ves and be safe from Brucellosis.
